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Threat of Bolshevism and Anarchy 
in Vanquished States Makes the 
Allies Rush Along Arrangements 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Developments in Europe, not only ir. 
the military way, but in the field of international politics and the 
tendency of the revolutionary spirit manifested by the demoralized 
civilian population of the Central empire to spread to neighboring 
states, have influenced the Allied and United States governments to 
arrange for the meeting at an early date of the great peace congress.

The Atlantic cables were burdened 
today with government business be- 
lieved to have been made up for the 
most part of exchanges between Wash- 
ington and Paris, where the inter-Al- 
lied conference is endeavoring to reach 
an agreement as to the time and place 
for holding the conference, the condi- 
tions under which it will be held, and 
the nations which will be admitted to 
participation. Consideration of this 
last question will probably occupy 
much time. for almsot every day wit- 
neses the birth of a new state. 


Reasons for Change of Decision 

There has been a disposition to de- 
lay the holding of the peace conference 
until the political situation in Europe 
had somewhat crystallized, but it was 
understood today that other consider- 
ations finally led to a decision by the 
associated governments to proceed to 
assemble the conference at the earli- 
est date that can be set, having re- 
gard to the difficulty of insuring the 
attendance of the commissions or del- 
egates at Versailles, which seems 
most likely to be selected as the place 
of the meeting. 

One reason suggested for the change 
of decision is the necessity of restor- 
ing the channels of trade and indus- 
try in the late enemy states so as to 
afford employment to labor and there- 
by relieve the threat of Bolshevikism 
and anarchy. 

Another is the general desire now 
expressed by all of the Allied govern- 
ments to relieve the civilian popula- 
tion of the central powers from the 
danger of famine, it being recognized 
that this relief work can be best car- 
ried on after formal peace treaties 
have been negotiated. 

There also has been some apprehen- 
sion that delay in the consummation 
of peace would have an injurious ef- 


fect upon industries in America and 
the Allied countries. 
The American Commission 

With the assurance of an early as- 
sembly of the peace conference, atten- 
tion today turned to the composition 
of the American commission. The be- 
lief is growing that President Wilson 
will attend, but probably not in the 
capacity of a delegtae or commission- 
er. It is known that Secretary Lan- 
sing will head the American commis- 
sion, and Colonel House, Justice Louis 
Brandeis and Elihu Root, former sec- 
retary of state, were mentioned as 
those likely of selection. Besides 
these delegates a number of army and 
navy officers must be named to assist 
the commission. 

If congress is to be represented on 
the commission, as was the case at the 
Paris conference of 1898, when peace 
treaties between the United States and 
Spain were drawn, tho fact has not 
yet developed. 

Notice has been taken by officials 
here of the demand by certain Social- 
istic elements, not only {n Europe but 
in America, to have labor participate 
in the peace congress. Officials were 
understood to hold that to recognize 
labor in this way would be to establish 
class distinctions which would be 
thoroughly un-American. On the 
other hand it was said that by the 
appointment to the peace commission 
of a man such as Justice Brandeis, for 
instance, known to be an ardent friend 
and champion of labor at all times, 
the Interests of the working classes 
would be sure of conservation. It was 
plain that the selection of Secretary 
Lansing to head the American com- 
sion {8 not to be taken as an indica- 
tion of his purpose to resign his pres- 
ent office. In his absence Counsellor 
Frank Polk is expected to act as sec- 
retary of state.

Calder has been appointed to co-ordi- | 
nate the efforts of the various de-| 
partments which have been giving 
close study to problems of reconstruc- 
tion arising with the conclusion of the 
war. Hon. J. A, Calder will be chair- 
man of the committee, whose mem- 
bers represent respectively the depart- 
ments of soldiers’ civil re-establish- 


ment, agriculture, immigration and 
colonization, privy council, interior 
and labor. While the committee, 


which will be known as the repatria- | 
tion committee, is not charged with! 
responsibility for demobilation, that | 
being the function of the department } 
of militia, questions related to the re- | 
turn of our soldiers will be given the 
fullest possible consideration in work- 
ing out the problems of reconstruction. 

In connection with the repatriation 
of soldiers, a great deal of ground 
work has already been done and nec- 
essary machinery has been establish- 
ed, This important work has been in 
the hands of Sir James Lougheed. 
head of the department of soldiers’ 
civil re-establishment, Hon. Arthur 
Meighen, minister of interior, and Hon. 
jideon Robertson, who has been di- 
recting the activities of the sub-com- 
mittee of labor. When the results of 
the efforts of these agencies have been 
announced, as they will be at an early 
date, it will be found, it is claimed, 
that the most careful provision has 
been made for the returned soldier, | 
having regard to his inclination and 
capacity. 

Preparations have also been made 
to deaf with problems of unemploy- 
ment which will arise with the cessa- 
tion of the manufacture of munitions.

An Open Lette 
Sir 


The Right Hon. Sir Robert L. Borden, 
Premier of Canada, 


Sir—ad it seems that the closest one 
can get to you on a matter that af- 
fects Western Canadian citizenship 
more vitally than any other is a letter 
from an assistant secretary and a 
etatement that the matter referred to 


Ministers, I take the liberty of writing 
you this open letter in regard to Men- 
nonite immigration. 

You are the man we hold responsi- 
bie for the government of Canada. 
The unity and harmony and singleness 
of purpose that ordinarily holds a 
cabinet together is very much absent 
in that patched up, ramshackle affair 
you preside over, and it is not worth 
while holding the head of any depart- 
ment, who but temporarily occupies 
his office, responsible for any act. It 


is from you as prime minister that we 
are going to require an accounting for 
mismanagement, because you are con- 
stitutionally and actually responsible 
for the carnival of contradiction and 
misgovernment, and you are leader in 
the intensification of hatred and 
cleavage of race and religion against 
race and religion. It is you who have 
destroyed representative constitution- 
al government and established auto- 
cratic methods and have sapped that 
confidence that it is the duty of a po- 
litical leader to nourish in the hearts 
of the people by acts, regulations and 
methods of government which range 
all the way from being oppressive (as 
in the case of the administration of 
the Military Service Act), to being 
positively silly ( as in the case of your 
taffy regulations). This period of 
misgovernment will forever bear the 
name of ‘Borden regime.’ 

You have recently passed an order- 
in-councl] withdrawing the exemption 


from military service from those Men- 
onites who are now coming to Can- 
ada. This, in spite of departmental 
letters now held by their leaders ex- 
pressly stating that they would be ex- 
empt from such duties, You are now 
trying to make us believe that you will 
force these recent arrivals to under- 
take military duties as other residents 
of this country, but very few people 
in Canada believe you will do this or 
give you credit for even intending to 
do it. You have eried “Wolf” too of- 
ten. Your record in regard to prom- 
ises is too well known for any state- 
ment of yours to @nin much credence 
among the Canadian people. You oc- 
cupy a position, in this matter. very 
similar to your European counterpart, 
so far as it being the duty of any per- 
son to put any confidence in any pro- 
mulgation of yours. 

It was not because you threatened 
to conscript Quebec that the English 
speaking Canadians did not give you 
universal support. It was not assert- 
ed anywhere that Quebec had done Its 
duty, although there ts much ground 
for the argument that as you deliber- 
ately set out to bait and badger and 
blackguard the people of Quebec from 
the very start.of the war, they were 
justified in refusing to join whole- 
heartedly in the prosecution of the war 
so long as you prosecuted it for Can- 
ada. We refused to support you be- 
cause when you stated you would con- 


script Quebec we believed you would 
not do it, and, what is worse, you had 
no intention of doing it when you 
stated you would, and certainly your 
reputation for veracity has not in- 
creased since last December to suoh 
an extent that we should believe you 
when you state that you will conscript 
Mennonites, any more than when you 
perpetrate that continuous lie known 
as the food control board, or when 
you threaten to put strikers into 
khaki. You have done so little to hon- 
or khaki that you might have refrain- 
ed from disgracing it by putting it in 
the same category as prison garb. 

It is said you have an ambition to 
become a duke or some such orna- 
ment in aristocracy. Anyway, we got 
a glimpse of your poor appreciation 
of democratic society in your feverish, 
fretful conduct last session of parlia-

The recent prv- 
motions and juggling of positions con- 
firmed our suspicions that these prizes 
had only too great a bearing on the 
habeas corpus decision. 

No doubt the vultures who surround 
you and wish to perpetuate your term 
of office try to persuade you that you 
are popular. The people of Canada, 
however, cannot be said to approve of 
you: they have only tolerated you. 
They knew you were cowardly enough 
to take advantage of sacred situations 
and relationships and conditions to 
screen you from public criticisms for 
your mismanagement, and rather than 
be accused of disloyalty against Can- 
ada when.they were only disgusted at 
your government, they have refrained 
from openly criticizing you until the 
present time, but it is very unlikely 
that you will be allowed to put over 
any more raw deals. Fortunately con- 
ditions are so favorable in Europe that 
we can now defend ourselves against 
further encroachments on our liber- 
ties without being taunted with injur- 
ing our cause on the battle line. 

You have been severely criticized for 
being absent from Canada, but this 
criticism ts not general, for there are 
some who think your absence from 
your country is an advantage to it. It 
is a calamity to Canada that you have 
been premier, but so long as you are 
premier it matters little whether you 
are here or in Europe; being a false 
god, you are just as impotent for good 
one place as another. Peradventure 
you might as well have been sleeping 
or gone on a journey. 

The completeness with which instn- 
cerity has dominated your whole po-

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i Pestilence Follows War 


Present indications are that the 


flu epidemie will have killed from 


half to two-thirds as many people 
in Canada in the three 
from September 15th to December 
15th as there were Canadian lives 
lost in the four years and three 
months of the Great War. The 
war took the men in their youth- 
ful prime—the most valuable ele 
ment of the community. The ’flu 
passes over those beyond their 
prime; it takes light toll of the 
very young. Its victims are al- 
inost solely men and women at the 
most productive period of their 
lives. It is safe to say the wreck 
of homes by deaths from ’flu is 
even greater than from the deaths 
in the war. The orphaned chil- 
dren left by the ‘flu in town and 
country has reached proportions 
of a national problem, 

The deaths from war are given 
in the latest figures at about 60,- 
000. Complete official figures are 
not available that will give the 
total deaths from ‘flu. There has 
been an almost universal tendency 
to conceal and minimize the facts. 
We know that the disease struck 
Western Canada about the middle 
of September and reached the Pa- 
cific coast early in October. It 
was at work in Edmonton about 
the middle of October. It has been 
going strong in this city for fully 
a month, and if it has abated in 
the country districts by the middle 
of December, that is as good as 
we can expect from present indi- 
cations. 

Edmonton had 318 deaths up to 
yesterday. Our population is 
52,000. While the number of 
deaths are on the decline, we can- 
not expect to have less than 325 
and possibly up to 350 before the 
epidemic ceases. The population 
of Canada is roughly seven and a 
half million. At the same death 
rate as we have had in Edmonton, 
that is, 318 in one month in a pop- 
ulation of 52,000, the total deaths 
from ‘flu throughout Canada will 
probably reach 45,000 by the 
middle of December, 

There is no reason to believe 
that Edmonton has suffered more 
severely than the average city, On 
the contrary, the disease has been 
grappled with in Edmonton from 
the start, as it has not been in 
many other places. The simple 
process of concealing the facts 
has been followed in very many 
towns and cities. Where this was 
the only or the chief means taken 
to combat the disease it necessar" 
ily follows that conditions _ be- 
came worse and worse. Conceal- 
ment of the facts does not alter 
the facts, while it increases danger 
and discourages effort in combat- 
ting the disease. 

When people understand condi- 
tions and know what is required 
of them they rise to the occasion, 
Morbid condition of mind is a 
fruitful breeder of disease. When 
people are active in helping each 
other they cannot become morbid, 
and are thereby stronger to resist 
infection. ,

Alberta Crop Was No Failure. 

Two. hundred and thirteen mil- 
lions of dollars is the estimate 
placed by the Provincial Depart 
ment of Agriculture on the grain 
crop of this Province for the cur- 
rent year. Live stock production 
and products are estimated at one 
hundred and eighty-seven millions 
more. Adding fifty millions, as 
the value of the root crop and 
poultry products, and the total 
revenue to the farms of the Pro- 
vince for the year amounts to the 
enormous sum of four hundred 
and fifty millions.

More Turkish Atrocities. 

From Bagdad comes news that 
the Turks have massacred fifteen 
thousand Armenians. News to a 
similar effect has come so often 
that the full significance of this 
dispatch may not strike the cas- 
ual reader at once. 

The British are now in posses- 
sion of Bagdad. The Turkish capi- 
tal is occupied by Allied forces. 
The Turks have laid down their 
arms, under an armistice one of 
whose terms explicitly states that 
the Allies have the right to send 
troops into Armenia to preserve 
order. 

That radically changes the sig- 
nificance of this news, When the 
Turk slaughtered Armenians in 
the past he did so upon his own 
responsibility, or upon that of his | 
master in Berlin. If he murders 
Armenians—or any other subject | 
people—now he does it upon the 
direct responsibility of the Allies, 
and upon the especial responsibil- 
ity of Great Britain. 

Apparently the Allies have tak- 
en the Turk’s word of honor at 
more than it was worth, and have 
not thdught necessary to occupy 
the territories wherein it has been 
his traditional diversion to slaugh- 
ter and plunder the inhabitants. 
The Turk has taken advantage of 
their trust. He is either ‘‘trying 
us out’’ to see whether our control 
is real or only nominal in respect 
to protecting these peoples, or he 
decided to finish his career in Ar. | 
menia with one grand soul’satisfy- 
ing orgy of blood, 

Whatever the case, or the cause, 
action, immediate and drastic, is | 
ealled for, Not in vengeance but 
as justice, the Turk should be} 
made to pay, and pay dearly, for | 
this outbreak of murder-lust. Al- 
lied forces should occupy Armenia, 
and should hunt down and shoot | 
or hang the authors and partici- 
pants in this outrage without ex- 
ception or pity, The Turk should 
be taught, and taught now, that 
his killing days are over, and the 
people so long subject to his 
tyranny given assurance that the 
Allies are both strong enough to 
protect them and determined to do 
so, at whatever cost to the Turk. 
There must be no more Turkish 
atrocities under Allied control.

The influenza epidemic which has 
ravaged Alberta, in common with all 
parts of the Dominion, as well as the 
whole continent, though far from be- 
ing stamped out is now on the wane. 
The maliguant nature of the disease, 
levying as it has done, such a heavy 
mortality toll from all parts of the 
province, has completely upset busi- 
ness of every description and dislocat- 
ed all the institutions of the country. 
With fresh cases daily occurring by 
the hundred, nobody felt safe. Normal 
duties and avocations were perforce 
Suspended, The usual daily routine 
was abandoned and business activi- 
ties brought almost to a standstill. 
Churches and schools were closed, 
theatres and picture shows discon- 
tinued and meetings and assemblies 
of every kind eliminated, This has 
continued for close on four weeks and 
in some cases for even a longer period 
Happily, it seems as if the high-water 
mark had at last been reached and a 
general improvement is noticeable in 
the health conditions both of city 
and country, Aiready a demand has 
come from coine quarters for the 
re-opening of churches and picture 
shows, While this demand is rather 
premature at the present juncture, a 
general tendency towards a return to 
normal conditions is noticeable, This 
is particularly the case with regard to 
the schools of the province and the 
question “When Coes school reopen?” 
is becoming more frequent. 
This matter of the re-opening of 
the schools raises an important ques- 
tion. ‘These schools have now been 


many of them will likely remain clos- 
ed for a similar or even a longer 
period and in some cases the quaran- 
tine w.ll not be raised before Cnrist- 
mas, Under the most favorable con- 
ditions the re-opening Cannot take 
place for at least another week and 
possibly for two or three.
